The birds piped choruses be- 
neath skies so blue so I decided to 
take my boat up the Sanborn Riv- 
er, The sun shone without pres- 
sure but it was warm. June, a nice 
time of year; there’s greenness 
and sweetness everywhere. 

Just as I pushed from shore the 
two beautiful Mallard ducks be- 
Jonging to a neighbor, quacked 
themselves down pond, swimming. 

On a simall island on which the 
ducks shave sunned, something 

moved and I watched as I rowed 

toward it. There taking over the 

island was a huge snapping turie. 

; Perhaps he was waiting for the 
: paby ducks we saw one morning. 

_ As I neared, into the water. he 
slid, making ‘hardly a ripple: How 
ugly he looked. These turtles ‘have 
little concern about other crea- 
tures of the pond. Staying cleverly 
concealed they await whatever 
hapless creature that might come 
along. Their only enemy is man. 
They come on land seldom, By 
no stretch of the imagination is 
one an attractive creature. 

The painted turtle is, for it has 

’ pleasant characteristics — glossy 
shell, smooth, whorled patterns, 
red or yellow stripes, and blotches 
on its head, legs and neck. 

Snapper’s eyes could only be 
described as awesome, no softness, 
just cold and calculating; set high 
and close to the nostrils, a ‘tre- 
mendous ugly creature. I rowed. 
on to the mouth of the river. 

Of course the blackbirds were 
there and I was fascinated by one 
of them, He held a moth in his 
beak, shook it, walked out upon a 
rock, dipped it in the water letting 
it float then retrieved it and flew 
away. ' 

The water was a mirror of the 
ceiling of a few clouds, puffy and 
soft, through which the sun shone 
as if in a dream. 

All the hills were brushed in 
tender green, 

‘One sandpiper walked high- 
stilted along the edge of a sandy 
place full of jerky dignity and a 
kingfisher flew low over the water 
and curious. The oriole filléd the 
air with sounds like the clinking 
of coins, 

The May flies were everywhere. 
He is one of the most beautiful 
of all insects. When he alights 
standing high on fragile legs theré 
3s an upward curve of the abdo- 
men and the tail sweep is like 
delicate brush strokes of a paint- 
ter. There are two pairs of wings; 
the first which is larger. Both sets 
are lacily net-veined with color, 

As I floated I thought of the 
rivers and how they began. They 
have quiet beginnings; raindrops 
on leaves, tiny rivulets and snow- 
flakes whispering as they come 
to rest upon boughs, They are 
all national treasures and “RIV- 
ER” is often thrust into our 

minds, Geologists think of them 
as “young”, mindle-aged”, or ma- 
ture” according to their relation- 
ship to the landscape, rather than 
in years.
